ESTIMATES FOR 1918. 


It is exceedingly difficult at this time to make an ac 
curate estimate of the amount of money necessary for the 
running of expenses of the town for the ensuing year. 
Wages have advanced and in fact nearly everything that 
we need for supplies has followed the same course, any 
the maximum is not reached yet. 

The amount of money set aside by law for school pur- 
poses will be practically the same as last year, $4,050, to 
be divided between the two districts according to their valu- 
ation. Should either district need more money, it must 
be attended to at their annual meetings. 


Our state tax will be about three hundred dollars more ; 


than last year, provided no extra assessment is made on ac- 
count of the war. 

The county tax will be about eleven hundred dollars 
more than last year. 

The State Highway Commission asks that we raise two 
thousand dollars for the maintenance of our state high- 
way for the ensuing year, the state to contribute an equal 
sum. This calls for one thousand dollars more than we 
raised last year. 

As there is a balance in the town and state treasury for 
state road construction of about one thousand dollars, we 
feel that no additional money should be raised this year 
for that purpose. 

For the other running expenses of the town there will be 


needed about the same amount of money as last year. We 


know of no special advance in this department other than 
the prevailing high prices. ;

| REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF GOFFSTOWN FREE 


~ LIBRARY. 


This year has been one of unusual activity with our 


Goffstown library. The first of June we reluctantly ac- 
cepted the resignation of Mrs. Carpenter as librarian. © 


She lad served us for six years, and her experience fitted 
her to fill her position well. Miss Alma Whipple and 


- Miss Ethel Hart were in charge of the work during the 


summer months. They worked with the trustees in secur- 
ing the sum of $81.35 in the Library Drive for the Na- 


tional Fund. Miss Mary 8S. Parker was elected librarian 
the first of October for the remainder of the year. She 


came to us after nine months’ experience in the Manches- 
ter city library. With the help of the assistant, an in- 
ventory has been taken. Eighty books were missing and 


forty-eight of these replaced. ‘The children’s books were 


separated and placed in files nearest the door. The public 


can be of much help in the care of the books. Money spent

SCHOOL REPORT. 
INDEPENDENT ScHoor District. 
Gorrstown, N. H., February 5, 1918. 
To the School Board and Citizens of Goffstown Inde- 
pendent School District: 

I have the honor to present my first report as wheat 
tendent of your schools. This report is somewhat frag- 
mentary because I have only been in office on full time 
since October 15, 1917. 
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I found the elementary schools well organized on an 
eight grade basis, with teachers of experience in charge. 
I found a high school excellently managed and in charge of 
an able, growing corps of teachers. The work started well 


-and has steadily improved. Among the pupils there is 


an excellent school spirit. If we can keep our present 
corps of teachers, or secure others equally as good, there is 
no reason why your high school should not grow. It 
ought to be as natural a step for a pupil to pass from the 
grammar school into the high school as it is to pass from 
the primary grades into the grammar grades. 

Since a superintendent is a new factor, not altogether 
understood in Goffstown, I should like to briefly set forth 
his duties. Those duties are not at present definitely de- 
fined by law but are usually comprehensive enough to 
enable him to outline and carry out general school policies. 
Perhaps I can set forth what those duties generally are 
by quoting from a recent statement by the State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction: “A district superintend- 
ent divides his time among the towns in his district. He 
works under the direction of the school board and assumes 
such duties as they assign to him. Commonly he advises 
his boards concerning the choice of suitable teachers and 
courses of study. He informs them of the condition of 
their schools and carries out their instructions. He regu- 
larly visits the schools, outlines the work for the teachers, 
tests the results of teaching and instructs teachers in 


their duties. He distributes the school supplies and gives 


special attention to the school conditions that contribute 
to the physical and moral welfare of the school children. 


He consults with parents, sees that all laws are enforced 


and keeps citizens informed concerning the needs and pur- 
poses of the schools.” As is probably better known, one 
third of the time of your superintendent is spent in each 
town, that is, practically two days in Goffstown one week 
and one day the next. No regular office days are kept 
in any town, weather and traveling determining somewhat 
the distribution of time.

“Community and National Life,” based upon material se-

There have been one or two cases of persistent ern rie 
but on the whole the attendace has been very good during 
an unusually severe season. 


T recommend the adoption of the medical inspaveee act, 
which has the backing of the Parent-Teachers’ Association. — 
Backwardness in pupils has in the past been laid entirely 


to stupidity, but the fact is that many of the cases are due 
to physical rather than to mental conditions, and often, 


because a child has not been sick enough to need a physi- — 


cian, the parent has not been conscious of the defect. 
Medical inspection of the right sort will point out these 


cases, and then the family doctor can be called in to remedy 


the condition. 


T believe in the introduction of manual training, cook- 
ing and sewing into the grades, but because of the unusual 


calls upon us at this time have not urged these upon the 
school board or voters. I desire to bring these matters to 
the attention of those’ who desire good schools and are 


willing to pay the price. It is a truism that you can have 


as good and no better schools than the community will 


stand for. *“America now in her hour of real testing is’

into schools is paying big dividends now ina fine array. — 
of intelligent, alert, efficient citizenry, who in camp and 
factory, on farm and field, in home and office, in council 
and commerce are doing ‘their bit.
